1. On 24, 27, 29 and 31 October 1953 P each 8 boxcar lead 3 of dischargees, including 
officers and EK, were entrained for Fuers be: . iber^/Havo! at the Velten railroad 
station. The troops allegedly came from the Bcetnou, Schoenwalde and Velten 
posts. The 8 boxcars shuttled between Veltai ana Fuerstenberg. Shipments to the 25X1 
USSR were being assembled in Fuerstenberg.

3. Between 26 and 31 October, the Artillerieschule in Strausberg was occupied only 
by cadre personnel, which had come from the Eberswalde and Bad Froienwaide posts* 

The installation was being completely dismantled,. On 29 October, the two training
